(Concluded from our last.) 


The Board of the Connecticut Baptist Edu- 
Society received him as a beneficiary, 
May 6, 1823, and sent him to the Hamilton 
rheological Institution. On the 3ist day of 
the same month, he was duly examined by the 
officers of that institution, and admitted a 
member. 7 

It was while he was a member of Hamilton 
Institution, that he came to the resolution to 
offer himself as a missionary. His views and

extracts, Which will enable him, though dead, 
to speak for himse if: 

“Thinking it might be interesting to you to 

have before you the varied exercises of mind 
which finally led me to Africa, I will pena few, 
which may offer you some consolation in my 
absence, especially if providence should not 
nermit my return. 
" Before I made a public profession of religion, 
and before L think I met with a change of 
heart, my meditations were frequently led to 
the situation of the heathen, and I often fan- 
ced myself in their midst, laboring for the ad- 
vancement of their personal happiness. I sup- 
pose the memoirs of Brainerd and others, which 
| read in early life, inspired this feeling, and 
laid the foundation for my present course of 
life. 

After indulging hope, there was a still more 
powerfal principle, drawing out my mind to- 
wards the whole human family, and leading me 


to anxiously desire the salvation of souls in ev- 


ery part of the world. ‘There was at this time, 
nated in my entering the ministry, a small and 
scarcely perceptible bi 
missionary.

at the idea of becoming a missionary, had it 
been mentioned to me at the time; but still it 
had an influence which I have since been able 
to trace, and it was this that led me to Hamil- 
ton. 

Shortly after my arrival at Hamilton, I was 
present at the time when our brother and sis- 
ter Wade, now in Burmah, related their trials, 
and here those combustibles that had hitherto 
remained dormant in my breast were kindled 
toa flame. ‘I'he feeling which I then had, led 
me to say to brother Wade, I hoped to follow 
him some future day, and it continued until | 
resolved to devote myself to the cause of mis- 
s0ns. 

I cannot better exhibit the state of my mind 
onthe subject of missions from that period, 
than by extracts from various letters and other 
writings which I have in my possession.

The Board, at length, January 11, 1830, re- 
solved to send him to Africa; but as several 
months must elapse before he could go, request- 
ed him to spend his time in pleading for the Af- 
rican Mission in his native state. 

The important question was now settled, his’ 
destination determined, and his energies were 
put in requisition, to promote the object which 
was evidently nearest his heart. 

He deeply sympathized with the sable chil-

After he had finished his course of studies at 
Hamilton, he was married to Miss Eliza Read, 
of Ashford, Con. of whose conversion he had 
been instrumental several years before. She 
possessed a kindred spirit. She considered it 
her duty to devote her life to the missionary 
cause previously to any particular acquaintance 
with him, and before she had any knowledge of 
his intention to devote himself to the same 
cause. She had enriched her mind by study, 
adorned her christian profession, and ever seem- 
ed desirous to be useful in the kingdom of 
Christ. aa 

Having prayed and conversed much with 
each other on the deeply interesting subject, 
they offered themselves to the Baptist Board of 
Foreign Missions. 

The Board were at first undetermined to what 
station to send them, and Mr. Skinner was or- 
dained as an evangelist, at New Ipswich, Nov. 
19, 1827. From his diary it appears that he 
selected this location from its contiguity to Bos- 
ton, because it gave him a “good opportunity

reminded of the mortality of those who had pre- 
ceded him at the colony of Liberia, he often 
said, if he knew that he should live but a few 
months, he desired to spend those few months 
on the shores of Africa, publishing the gospel of 
the grace of God to her benighted children. 

The time of separation atlength arrived, when 
he must obey the command, “ Get thee out of 
thy country, and from thy kindred, and from 
thy father’s house, unto a land thatI will show 
thee.” And, like the “ father of the faithful,” 
to whom it was originally given, he most cheer- 
fully obeyed. ‘The parting scenes are thus de- 
scribed by his own pen. 

“ Aug. 3, 1830. At length the day of our de- 
parture has arrived. We have left the house of 
our friends, and intrusted ourselves to the kind 
care of our Heavenly Father. The scenes be- 
fore us will be new, and we trust deeply inter- 
esting to our souls. In afew weeks we hope to 
embark for Africa. We pray that our lives may 
be spared for Africa’s sake, and that we may 
beceme a blessing to that people. Long have 
we groaned over the wrongs they have suffered, 
and wept over the degradation into which they 
have sunk, and prayed that God through us and 
our fellow laborers, might communicate to them 
the glad tidings of peace and salvation. We 
esteem it the greatest earthly blessing God can 
bestow upon us, to permit us to labor in that 
field. We would not part with this blessing, 
for all theriches andall the honors the world 
can bestow. But O how undeserving this priv- 
ilege! May God enable us to be faithful unto 
death, and prepare us for the great work in 
which wearetoengage. Cheerfully, great Pa- 
rent, we resign ourselves into thy hands, happy 
at the prospect before us, and are only anxious 
that thy Spirit may be our guide, and thy bless- 
ing rest upon the friends whom we leave. 

We have as yet the company of our fathers, 
one brother, and one sister. Our mothers we 
have left with the full hope that we shall meet 
them in glory. My feelings on parting with my 
sister are best expressed by the lines addressed 
to her on that occasion. Slie is but two years 
younger than myself, and a few days after I in- 
dulged a hope and joined the church, she es- 
poused the same cause, and united with the 
samechurch. But the scenes of childhood and 
of youth, which in our cases have been so inti- 
mately blended, have passed forever. May we 


the sweet employment of praising God. 

We are accompanied by our dear little infant 
Ann Eliza, whom we have dedicated to the ser- 
vice of God among the heathen. Should she 
be left an orphan ina strange land, we com- 
mend her to his keeping, and to the kind care 
of our dear sister Augusta, and to the affection- 
ate remembrance of all our friends. 

Hartford, Aug. 4. To day we gave the part- 
ing hand to our kind fathers. May God bless 
them. They have freely given us to this work. 
But O what responsibility rests upon us. We 
trust we shall havea continual interest in their 
prayers as long as welive; and if we get home 
to glory first, we hope to meet them there. It 
was a joyful circumstance that when I took the 
parting hand with my brother, I could part with 
him as with a Christian whom I hoped to meet 
ere long in Africa. God grant that this hope 
may be verified. 

Hartford, Aug.5. Our friends manifest great 


|God. Let him do with me as seemeth him good. 


I think I feel more and more the wants of poor 
Africa; and though most of the whites who 
have gone to Liberia have died, I still consider 
that as the field of my choice.” 

Under date of Oct. 4, 182%, he writes, “ This 
day we received the right hand of fellowship, 
that we should go unto the heathen. The sea- 
son was highly interesting to my soul. O that 
God would hear the prayers of his children in 
our behalf, and guide us safely across the At- 
lantic to our destined port.” : 

On the 12th of October, he and his family, at 
the distance of a few miles from Norfolk, em- 
barked in the ship Carolinean, for Liberia.— 
Our brother had anticipated the company of 
some missionaries and several other christian 
frieyds, but was disappointed. Yet he was not 
discouraged. He says: 

‘* Instead of being accompanied by missiona- 
ries and friends, who would be our associates in 
labor, and a brother and sister as we had atone 
time almost hoped, we are destined to cross the 
ocean alone, without even a professor of reli- 
gion in the cabin, and without the prospect of 
being assisted in Africa in our labor by any ex- 
cept the colonists themselves. ‘These things 
do not indeed discourage us. ‘The handof God 
is here, and this hand has never failed us in the 
day of trial.” 

Their passage was, on the whole, pleasant, 
and our brother improved every convenient op- 
portunity for imparting religious instruction to 
the seamen and passengers, by conducting pub- 
lic worship on board the ship, and preaching the 
gospel. He employed some of his time in read- 
ing Denhamand Clapperton’s Travels in Africa, 
Clapperton’s Second Expedition to Africa, and 
Johnson on the Diseases of warm Climates. 

*‘ These (says he) all present many dangers, 
difficulties, and trials, which we must expect 
to encounter in our engagement, especially if 
we should extend our labors beyond the limits 
of the colony ; but God is the rock of our trust 
and our safety.” 

He was continually devising good for the sa- 
ble race among whom he expected to spend the 
remnant of his days. In a letter to his brother, 
under date of Nov. 14, he thus writes: 

“Quite calm. At 10 o'clock, attended di- 
vine worship on deck. Addressed the crew 
from Tim. i. 15, ‘ This is @ faithful saying.” 
The stillness of the day is very compatible with 
the solemnity of the Sabbath. But here the 
pleasures of retirement cannot be enjoyed, un- 
less in the midst of society. My mind is much 
occupied with plans of usefulness in Liberia, yet 
all must be left till I get there. I trust God 
will guide in wisdom, and assist to execute the 
most judicious plans for the benefit of Afri- 
ca.” 

On the 4th of Dec. our missionary friends ar- 
rived at Monrovia, their desired haven, and soon 
after, had the acclimating fever, from which 
they so far recovered as to be comfortable. 

The employment of Mr. Skinner, after his 
arrival, may be learned from the following ex- 
tracts from his diary. 

Dec. 16, 1830. Felt a desire to renew my life, 
and to devote myself exclusively to the work of 
the ministry. ‘Ihe evening discourse delivered 
by brother Waring, was very gratifying to me. 
| am now spending most of my time in study- 
ing the scriptures and visiting. I hardly know 
where I can be most useful ; but I pray to God 
to direct me. I preached last Sabbath at the 
Methodist meeting house, and in the evening at 
the Baptist, and enjoyed myself quite well. I 
visited Careytown and Caldwell, and was much 
gratified. I think the prospects of this colony 
very favorable. I preached on Sabbath morn- 
ing at the Baptist church, and at night broke 
bread tothe church; six had been baptized 


kindness to us. We hope the Lord will reward 
their labor of love. We have little time for re- 
flection, our course is onward, and may God di- 
rect our steps. 

Long Island Sound, Aug.6, 1830, on board 
the Oliver Ellsworth. Finally we have parted 
with oursister. She was next older than my 
wife, and had lived with us nearly two years. 
As this was the last parting, so I think it was 
the most sensibly felt. We have now left all 
our friends except that one who sticketh closer 
than a brother, and who we trust wi!l never 
leave us nor forsake us. 
It affords no sting. ‘The great object before us| 
has deprived parting of all itspains. Yes, the! 
greatness of the work before us! Who is suffi- | 
cient for this? Thank God, Christ is; and our| 
sufficiency is of him.” 

The deceased and his companion spent three 
or four days preceding their departure from 
their native state, at the house of the writer of 
this memoir, and he was present when they gave 
the parting hand totheir beloved fathers. The 
spirit of the gospel seemed not only to sustain, 
but to cheer the hearts of both parents and chil- 
dren at this affecting season. Mr. Skinner 
passed the two following months at the South, 
visiting the churches, preaching the gospel, pro- 
moting the object of his mission, and preparing | 
for his intended voyage. He speaks in terms

this day. This was a joyful season to my soul. 
I also preached on Thursday evening. There 
are in this place many apparently active, intel- 
ligent and pious men; and I trust God will ren- 
der them useful in the spread of the gospel. 

* Dec. 20, 1830. I returned last evening 
from a bush meeting in Caldwell. I enjoyed 
myself very well. On Saturday, I preached 
from 2 Cor. x. 15, and on Sunday morning from 
2 Cor. x. 3, 5, and was followed by brother Wa- 
ring, ina discourse from 1 Cor. xii. 13. In the 
afternoon, brother H. Teuge preached from 
Mark xvi. 15, 16. The whole service was ren- 
dered doubly interesting, by the reflection, that 
the meeting ground was once devoted to the 
idolatrous worship of the natives. I trust the 
gospel standard, which has now been erected, 
will spread far and wide over this country. I 
have endeavored to enforce upon the church 
here the vast importance of activity in the cause 
of Christ, from the situation of surrounding idol- 
aters. Ithink Caldwell avery suitable place 
for me to establish myself. Its central situa- 
tion, numbers, and destitute condition, are so 
many recommendations of the place to me, the 
proper place to commence my labors. But I 
look and pray to God for direction, and hope he 
will guide me in the path of duty.” 

On the 8th January, 1881, his little daughter 
Ann Elizaexpired. On the 13th of the same 
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month, a son was born, and the same day inter- 
red by the side of the daughter! On the same 
day, Mrs. Skinner died, and on the 14th was 
also committed to the dust. ! ! 
She bore her sickness with entire resignation 
to the will of God, and was willing to depart and 
be with Christ, which she considered “ far bet- 
ter” than to dwell on earth. Her only desire 
to recover was, to be useful to Africa. “ Thus,” 
to use the words of brother Skinner, ‘ in the 
space of five days, I ceased to be a father and e 
husband. ‘Three coffins enclosed all from whom 
1 had anticipated domestic comfort.” Ife was, 
however, wonderfully sustained under these be- 
reaving strokes of divine Providence, by the 
conviction that he was in the path of duty, and 
especially by the hope of immortality and eter- 
nal blessedness, which he cherished respecting 
his beloved companion, and little ones. After 
the death of his wife and children, Mr. Skinner 
became convinced that such was the declining 
state of his health, he also must soon cease from 
his labors if he remained at his post, and resolv- 
ed to return to his native land. He according- 
ly embarked in the ship Liberia for Philade!- 
phia. ‘“ For a season he seemed to be regain- 
ing his health, sat at the table, and ate with his 
fellow voyagers. Even on the day previous to 
his decease, he made no unusual complaints, 


W hat though in our own denomination, with- 
in a few years, a Wheelock, a Colman, a Rice, 
a Carey, a Skinner, and some of their compan- 
ions have fallen early victims to death in the 
benevolent attempt to evangelize the world ?— 

‘Are these events more appalling than the mar- 
tyrdom of three millions of Christians during the 
reign of the first ten emperors ofRome? The 
| blood of the martyrs was then found to be the 
‘seed of the church, yielding her a rich harvest 
‘of other converts to Christianity; and who 
| knows but these painful events may also result 
in the furtherance of the gospel among the hea- 
then? What we **kaow not now, we shall 
know hereafter.” 

The colony at Liberia, and the Baptist Afri- 
can Mission, have been afflicted by frequent 
deaths. But what colony wasever established, 
or what mighty revolution was ever effected, 
without the loss of some lives? About one 
half of the emigrants who commenced the Brit- 
ish colonies in America, died within six months 
after they landed on these then inhospitable 
‘shores. ‘I'he mortality of the American colony 
at Liberia has not equalled this.

Memoir, must have been implanted in Mr. S’s. 
breast by him who works in his people, “ that 
which is well pleasing in his sight.” 
Confidence in the established and well known 
wisdom, justice, and benevolence of the divine 
administration, should hush every murmur, in 
view of the dark and afflictive events of Divine 
Providence. He ‘“ holds back the face of his 
throne, and spreads his cloud upon it;” but 
that throne rests on the eternal, immoveable 
basis of “ righteousness and truth.” 


The pious patriarch once said, ‘‘ Me have ye 
bereaved of my children. Joseph is not, and 
Simeon is not, and ye will take away Benjamin 
also. All these things are against me.” But 
the very events which heso pathetically deplo- 
red, so far from being against him, combined to 
promote his welfare. The events which in ra- 
pid succession removed all the members of this 
missionary family from this world, are a fathom- 
less deep of mystery, on whose brink it becomes 
us to stand, and with admiring wonder to ex- 
claim, ‘* O, the depth of the riches both of the 
wisdom and knowledge of God! how unsearch- 
able are his judgments, and his ways past find- 
ing out!” 

Nor let the friends of Missions be discoura- 
ged by the frequent and early removals of the 
heralds of salvation to distant climes. The 
missionary enterprise is sanctioned by the man- 
date of him who said to his disciples, ‘‘ Go ye 
into all the world, and preach the gospel to ev- 
ery creature.” The voice of prophecy gives us 
the cheering assurance of the ultimate success 
of this enterprise. ‘‘ He shall have dominion 
from sea to sea, and from the river to the ends 
of the earth. They ofthe wilderness shall bow 
before him. All the ends of the earth shall see 
the salvation of our God.” &c.

WEATHER AND HEALTH oF Mopite.—The edi- 
tor of the Commercial Register of Mobile, under 
date of October Ist, informs us, that within the last 
nine years he has never known a seasun so extraor- 
dinary as the present. Two days in June, the ther- 
mometer, in the middle of the day, rose to 92 de- 
grees, and in two or three instances since then it 
rose to 86, 87 and 88. It has generally ranged be- 
tween 75 and 80, from 12 to 2 o'clock of the day — 
On Wednesday night it fell to 45, and stood at fifty 
on Thursday morning. It is assumed that the past 
summer has been colder than any former one by an 
average of 8 or 10 degrees. 

An ubusual quantity of rain has fallen. Scarcely 
a week has passed without a shower, and sometimes 
there have been heavy rains for days together. ‘This 
has occasioned some inconvenience, but the health of 
the city has been nnexampled, and better than al- 
most any of our country towns. From several of 
these, especially on the rivers, fevers have prevailed, 
though not to any fatal or alarming extent. The 
genera! health of the state has been good, and gentle- 
men who have recently passed through most of the 
counties in South Alabama, state that the cotton 
crop, although it has suffered in some cases mate- 
rially by the rot, will probably equal that of last 
year, and should the weather continue favorable toa 
late period in the season, it will doubtless exceed it. 
This opinion, says the editor, we have made up with 
much care, and upon information that we think may 
be relied on. ‘The crop of corn is unusually abun- 
dant. 


GREAT FRESHET AT THE EASTWARD. 


The Portland Courier says—* The late rains have 
produced quite a freshet on the Kennebec and Pe- 
nobscot rivers. At Norridgewock, on Tuesday, the 
river had risen ten feet, and was still rising.

No person can long be con- 
tented to walk alone, and, in the course of 
this world, every one easily finds like mind- 
ed associates. While yet under parental guar- 
dianship, the youthful traveller falls in with 
those whose feelings are congenial to his own ;

‘Those who are 
going to heaven cannot be contented to leave | 
their dear connections and bosom companions 
behind. ‘* Come thou with us” is their solici‘a- 
tion with one and another, in the hour of free 
and affectionate intercourse. Nor are their 
desires expressed in personal solicitations alone. 
They are zealously engaged in diffusing the 
knowledge of the gospel, in forming the minds 
of the young, in promoting every measure favor- 
able to the cause of truth and holiness.

We employ this word to express that benefi- 
cial exercise of the mind, in which a believer is 
engaged,when, under the illuminating influence 
of the spirit of truth, he reviews ‘all the way 
which the Lord his God has led him,” in order 
to accomplish in him all “ the good pleasure of 
his will.”’ 

We need no labored reasonings to prove that 

fn is a miracle to man, and a miracle to him- 
self; neither does it require any long process 
of argument to establish the fact, that the gen- 
eral conduct of God towards his saints, though 
inflexibly just, and invariably gracious, is nev- 
ertheless dark, involved, and trying, 

Jehovah has a special purpose to accomplish 
in the individual history of every believer ; that 
purpose is hid in himself, and the means for 
accomplishing it are selected by himself; in de- 
termining each, ‘‘ he is too wise to err, too good 
to be unkind.” 

Every Christian will readily conceive, that 
the three grand attributes of God, which we have 
just noticed, always regulate his conduct to- 
wards his church.

What does God—what do an- 
gels—think of your pretended friendship dis- 
played in the congregation, when you are for 
weeks and months without praying in secret. 

If you would measure with a high standard 
of personal piety, pray in secret. Without fre- 
quent meditation and self-examination, your im- 
perfections will remain unperceived. ‘This can- 
not be done in a promiscuous crowd. It re- 
quires retirement from the world. While con- 
nected with the multitude, you may suppose 
yourself to be in possession of excellencies 
which you only feel by sympathy. By retiring 
and exposing your naked breast before God, 
and entering into the secret recesses of your 
heart, you may find yourself entirely destitute 
ofthem. Only by such private reckonings 
with the heart can its errors be detected. 

Without secret prayer, we have but little hope 
that you will derive benefit from public ordinan- 
ces. Your closetis the place for meditation, 
without which, the hearing of the word will be 
vain ; it will neither affect the heart nor amend 
the life. This requires the truth to be ponder- 
ed and brought home. Effects of a momentary 
character may be produced in the congrega- 
tion, but unless you retreat from the world, and 


meditation, the impression will pass away like 
the early dew. If you would “ grow in grace,” 
attend to secret prayer. Backsliding often 
commences at the closet door. First, secret) 
prayer is performed in a careless manner, then 
attended to irregularly, then perhaps neglected 
altogether.

LIVERPOOL BLIND ASYLUM. 

An American gentleman in Liverpool, gives 
the following description of this interesting In- 
Stitution, in a letter to a friend in Philadel- 
phia : 

«The building itself isa plain two story erec- 
tion, situated in a populous past of the town, 
and built up as an oblong square, the interior 
presenting an open space neatly paved. Work- 
shops run around thiscourt, both above and on 
the ground floor. ‘The inmatesat present are 
about 120, male and female, and are employed 
in separate apartments. The branches of indus- 
try practised by these unfortunate blind persons, 
are basket-making, in which they appear to ex- 
cel; shoemaking, weaving, principally narrow 
carpeting, of the Venetian kind; and a rope- 
walk for spinning twine and yarn appearsto an- 
swer very well. I understand there isa good 
deal of trouble in learning them any of the han- 
dicraft trades, bat many of them display great 
musical talent, which is cultivated in the School 
for the Blind with much success.”
